MAINE. 
RETURNS COMING IN SLOWLY. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 14.—The returns are 
coming in very slowly, and there are yet to 
hear from forty-nine towns in Aroostook 
County, eleven in Franklin, thirteen in Han- 
cock, thirteen in Kennebec,fourin Knox,eight 
in Oxford, thirty-two in Penobscot, twenty- 
eight in Washington, eighteen in Somerset, 
and six Piscataquis. It is believed that the 
91 Fusion majority will be washed out, and 
the issue turn on the question whether the 
constitutional amendment, making a plurali- 
ty instead of a majority elect, will be sus- 
tained by the courts as _ retroactive. 
An official count only can decide. 
The result of the election shows that the 
great bulk of the vote which was put down 
in the Reputiican canvass as doubtful, and 
of which they reasonably claimed a fair 
division, went really to the Fusionists, 
There are serious charges of bribery on both 
sides, and there was considerable stir here 
this afternoon over the reported ar- 
rest of two men for this offense. 
It is certain that the Fusionists 
during the last ten days of the campaign 
were liberally supplied with funds from out- 
side the State, and it is stated that $20,000 for 
use against Congressman Reedin the First 
District has been traced to Tilden. Reed 
has a plurality of 109 on the largest vote ever 
polled in the district. The Republicans will 
have a good majority in the Legislature. 

FIGURING UP. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 14.—Two hundred 
and seven towns give Davis 43,477; Plaisted, 
41,887: scattering, 220; total, 85,534, The 
same towns last year gave Davis, 41,304; 
Smith, 26,890; Garcelon, 12,808; scattering, 
161; total, 81,248. Davis’ majority, 1,420, 
against 1,540 in the same towns last year. 
The towns to hear from gave Davis 27,719; 
Smith and Garcelon, 30,121, being a Fusion 
majority of 2,402. The aggregate vote re- 
ceived has increased about 5 per cent, which 
indicates an aggregate of 146,550.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Boston, Sept. 14.—Everybody is surprised 
at the result in Maine, that is to say, assum- 
ing that the Republican party has been de- 
feated. Some sanguine Republicans still in- 
sist that Davis will pull through with the aid 
of the back towns and plantations. This is 
the lineof redsoning: The Democratic gains 
are in the cities and large towns, and they 
have been made through the liberal use of 
money; but itis of no use to attempt to dis- 
guise the fact that the Republican party has 
suffered defeat, Even if Davis should 
pull through by a few hundred it 
is practically a defeat all the same.

SHERMAN AND GARFIELD. 
A ROORBACH EXPLODED.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 14.—The Post of 
this city has an interesting story about the first 
meeting between Secretary Sherman and 
Gen. Garfield after the latter’s nomination at 
Chicago. “ It has leaked out,” says the Post, 
“that when Garfield visited Washington, 
after his nomination was secured, he sought 
Mr. Sherman at the Treasury with a view 
to explaining the unexpected turn that 


matters had taken. The two men met in 


Mr. Sherman’s private office, but an explana- 
tion was never made. The injured party

COLORADO NARROW-GAUGES. 
The Denver Tribune has a lengthy article 
regarding the rumors about the projected 
amalgamation of all the narrow-gauge roads 
in Colorado. Touching the consolidation in 
the abstract, that paper says nothing has been 
accomplished. Yet in reaching an agree- 
ment to disagree a great deal has 
been done, and the scheme has been 
shorn of several complications. In 

the recent negotiations the Colorado Central 
has not cut any figure. While it is still a 
part of the Paéifie system, its management is 
largely independent, and its control has been 
relegated to its original Directors. ith no 
mountain outlet, extension, or connection, it 
is not an enterprise either of great profit to 
itself or of much value as a feeder, while as 
a broad-gauge connection between the trunk 
lines it has been discarded for the more 
easily operated and less expensive Denver 
Pacific. The “ High Line” has given its 
final and there is not a remote possibil- 
ity of an extension beyond the range bya 
route at once difficult, costly, and through a 
section from which no local business can be 
expected. the consolidation scheme 
has to do simply with 

Rio Grande and South Park 

lines, both of them prosperous and solvent, 
and both of them pushing ahead into new 
crowded with business. The nego- 

tiations foran alliance of these two lines 
have been unsuccessful thus far. The hitch 
is not between the South Park and Rio Grande 
nor between the South Park and the Pacific. 
It is between Jay Gould and Gen. Palmer, of 
the Rio Grande, as to who shall have control 
of the consolidated property if it becomes 
such. Gould owns between one-fourth and 
one-third of the South Park stock, and has 
an option on the rest. But the option amounts 
to nothing, inasmuch as it is only a memo- 
randum giving him the first privilege of pur- 
chase at the price offered by some one else. 
Gould also owns about one-fourth of 
the stock of the Denver & Rio Grande. 
Gen. Palmer and his friends own about one- 
third, while Mr. Woerishoffer handles an 
amount which, surrendered to either Gould 
or Palmer, would give the control. Woeris- 
hoffer is not an enemy of Gould, but he is an 
admirer and loyal friend of Palmer. Thus 
Mr. Palmer is perfectly secure in the abso- 
lute control under any and all circumstances. 
The smoke of the bitter Santa FéRio 
Grande war has entirely cleared away, and 
the interchange and reciprocity system ex- 
isting between the two lines is liberal and 
cordial, and there is a gratifying spirit of 
rivalry between the two as to which shall ex- 
hibit the greater magnanimity and friendli- 


ness. 

The negotiations for a consolidation have 
thus far been urged by Gould, whose desire 
it is to control all the transportation business 
of Colorado. He secured an interest in each 
of the extending narrow-gauge lines with the 
hope and expectation of sooner or later con- 
troll them. But thus far he has found 
hi threatened in his schemes by the 
shrewdness of the Presidents of these roads 
and their loyalty to Colorado interests, and 
there is little prospect that he will ever reach 
the goal of his ition. )

THE ‘DELAWARE, LACKAWANNA 
& WESTERN. 

The route of the proposed extension of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad 
to Buffalo has not yet been determined. The 
engineers have completed the preliminary 
surveys, and Samuel Sloan, President of the 
Company, and Sidney Dillon, who expects 
to have the contract§for building the new 
line, together with a few other friends of the 
enterprise, have gone to Binghamton to meet 
the surveyors, and with them examine the 
route laid out forthe proposed road. Mr. 
Dillon declared recently that the roa could 
be built in less time than any equal léngth of 
road in this country. The subscriptions for 
the stock have been made, and they consid- 
erably exceed the authorized amount.

THE LOST VERA CRUZ. 


Mr. eas Account of the Disaster 
Vain Efforts to Keep the Ship Afloat 
~Terrible Sufferings in the Water 
Washed Ashore at Midnight on the 
Florida Coast. 

New York Times. 

Sr. Aueusting, Fla., Sept. 12.—The two 
Vera Cruz passengers were tod tired to be 
seen last night, so 1 called on them this 
morning. I found them in cheerful spirits 
and ready to give their statement, as follows: 

My name is Octavus Pacheco Silva. I was 
a cabin passenger on board the steamer City 
of Vera Cruz, occupying a state-room on the 
port side of the ship, Eve ing went on all 
right until Saturday afternoon, when a 
pretty stiff breeze sprang up, increasing 
every minute. At 7 o’clock the wind was so 
high that the ship worked very much, and 
nothing 4 to remain in its place. 
Water came into my room, so much so that I 
was compelled to take the mattress into the 
saloon, where I found all the other passen- 
gers, and liedown. Miss Fay was tying next

ELECTION. 
Whatever results shall be ascertained from 
the official count of the votes in. Maine. it 
may be regarded as a disappointment to the 
Republicans. It appears there has been but 
very little change from the relative strength 
of the parties a year ago. Last year’s vote 


for Governor was as follows:

The vote polled for Plaisted this year 
represents the combined vote received last 
year by Smith and Garcelon; and Plaisted's 
election, in view of this fact, would not be 
regarded as an unexpected event, if the 
Republican leaders in Maine had not per- 
suaded themselves, and taught the country 

to believe, that they would succeed in over- 
coming the Fusion program. If they have 
failed to do so, they have not lost ground, 
but only missed again which they counted 
upon. 

There was never sufficient reasoh for the 
confidence of success that was proclaimed. 
Hence a small Fusion majority is not a start- 
ling revelation, and it indicates no particular 
advantage to the Democrats now or in the 
future. The Greenbackers have contributed 
more than two-thirds of the votes to the 
Fusion ticket, as they did last year, and, if 
Plaisted has been elected, they have chosen 
a Governor who would probably vote for 
Garfield next November if his choice were 
limited to Garfield and Hancock. 

The principal reason why the Republicans 
have not carried Maine by adecided majority 
is to be sought in the abnormal and excep- 
tional growth of the Greenback party in 
Maine during the past few years. That 
party in that State has naturally grown up 
at the expense of the Republican party. 
This is not a new discovery, but the Maine 
Republicans seem to have ignored it in mak- 
ing up their estimate of the probable result 
of this year’s election. If the Greenback 
sentiment in the State had manifested itself 
this year for the first time there would then 
be some ground for pointing to the result 
as an indication of that consuming desire for 
a “change” which the Democratic man- 
agers pretend to have found throughout the 
country. As the Fusionists, representing 
Democratic money and Greenback poverty, 
have oniy succeeded in holding their own, 
the result has no special significance. Aside 
from this general condition, there were some 
loeal influences unfavorable to the Repub- 
licans, which may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. The Republican guns in tue Maine cam 
paign have been aimed at Hancock, the 
Democratic party, and the National issues, 
and the shots have glanced off so far as the 
Fusion organization was concerned. To all 
that was said against the Democratic party 
on National issues the Fusionists replied: 
“We are not defending Hancock, nor the 
Solid South. nor Southern bailot-box stuffing, 
nor the record of the Democratic party in or 
out of Congress, but we are attacking the 
local record of the Republican Administra- 
tion in Maine.” “This isa home fight,” they 
would add, a local State contest; when it 
has been decided, it will be time enough to 
take up National issues, and then the Demo- 
cratic party must defend itself.” 

Greenbackers who applauded and indorsed 
Col. Ingersoll’s Sentiments went off the next 
day and voted the Fusion ticket; but these 
men will not vote the Hancock Electoral 
ticket, and large numbers will refuse to vote 
for a Fusion Electoral ticket. 

2. One reason for the local fight against the 
Republican Administration by the State Gov- 
ernment is to bé foundin the rigorous Maine 
Liquor law. Any man or any party intrusted 
with the administration of a law sharply at- 
fecting persons privileges and requiring 
searching and odious inquisitorial methods 
for its enforcement, is sure to encounter bit- 
ter opposition from those who feel affected 
thereby. The supporters of the Maine Liquor 
law are always disposed to complain that it 
is not enforeed strictly enough, and those 
who are opposed to its enforcement are al- 
ways annoyed and exasperated by the med- 
dlesome interference with their habits. or 
appetites. The Republican Administration 
has thus been between two fires upon the 
temperance question, and both approval of 
and opposition to the law have afforded a 
reason to many persons for voting the Fusion 
ticket against Gov. Davis. 

3. Plaisted, the Fusion candidate for Gov- 
ernor, has been personally stronger through- 
out the campaign than Davis, the Republic- 
an candidate. Plaisted has always been a 
Republican, voted the Republican ticket 
even last year, and would to-day resent any 
imputation that he had gone over to the 
Democrats. Hence he was in a position to 
attract the votes of Republicans who were 
dissatisfied with the Liquor law or Davis for 
any reason. Moreover, Plaisted has a strong 
War record, and is very popular. As be- 
tween the two candidates, therefore, there 
was nothing to influence the change in the 
relative strength of the two parties on local 
issues which would have been necessary to 
enablé“the Republicans to carry the State 
election. 

4. Avother local cause that has exerted an 
important ijuflnence upon the Maine elec- 
tions of the past few years is the constant 
drain upon the population of the State by 
the removal of farmer families to the West 
and the young, men to tite cities. This drain 
has been so great that the late census shows 
no increase in the population of Maine, 
though the region is healthful and large 
families are the rule. The Republicans have 
suffered far more than their opponents from 
this heavy emigration, because they include 
most of those who have the energy and en- 
terprise that induce people to change their 
residence with a view to bettering their fort- 
unes. 

5. The numerical strength of the Green- 
backers has been maintained during the past 
year by a continuation of hard times in 
Maine. That section of the country has not 
shared the renewal of prosperity that has 
been evident in almost every other Northern 
State. The lumber interest and the ship- 
building industry are still in a stagnant con- 
dition, and this fact accounts for a ‘feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction and discontent that 
always operates to the advantage 
of. the opposition in a struggle against 
the prevailing Adinfhistration. The impov- 
erished condition of a large portion of 
Maine’s population also afforded an excel- 
lent opportunity for the investment of Dem- 
ocratic campaign funds, which were un- 
doubtedly put into the State in large 

amounts, and used e raped would do 
the most good.” 

All these reasons serve, * tmeraly to ex- 
plain why the Republicans were not able to 
secure a décided triumph over the Fusionists 
in Maine, but also why it was foolish ‘and 
misleading on the part of the Republican

AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES OF THE 


- UNITED 

When the land agitation in 99 Britain 
and Ireland, growing primarily out of the 
successive failures of the crops, and secondly 
out of the prospective inability of British 
farmers to compete with the United States 
in the matter of food supplies, suggested that 
there would have to be a reduction of farm 
rents throughout the United Kingdom, the 
British land-owners were seriously alarmed. 
Among the other objections made by them 
was that the fields of America were not the 
agricultural wines they were represented to 
be, and that In the end, ds soon as British 
farmers were again blessed with favorable 
seasons, they would be more than ever 
able to compete with the American 
grain-producers. The Tory Government 
appointed Commissioners to visit this 
country to examine and make report 
on its agricultural resources, and on the 
prospective possibilities of American food 
being supplied to Great Britain cheaper than 
it could be produced at home. These Com- 
missioners, Mr, Pell and Mr. Read, have com- 
pleted their report, and it has been published, 
with a mass of testimony, in England, 
Though we have had an English copy of the 
whole paper, there is so much of it that is of 
no interest to our people that we give our 
readers this morning a condensed statement 
of the material parts, made by the Mark Lane 
Express, the organ of the breadstuffs market 
of the United Kingdom. 

The Commission was appointed to make a 
report to establish that the British farmers 
had no reason to fear that America would 
ever seriously interfere with their husband- 
ry; that it was impossible for the Americans 
to grow wheat in the interior, transport 
it to the coast, and then deliver it in 
England at prices that would materially 
reduce the profits on British farming, and 
therefore there was no necessity for English 
farmers to ask for reductions of rent, nor for 
English landlords to reduce the rents and 
surrender any part of their accustomed in- 
come. The Commissioners, true to the task 
to which they were appointed, have made a 
report precisely to this effect. 

The difficulties in the way of American 
competition are stated by these gentlemen 
with great particularity. They may be briefly 
summed up as follows: (1) The cost of grow- 
ing ; (2) the cost of freight to Chicago; (3) the 
cost of freight to New York and thence to 
*Liverpool; these and incidental charges fix 
the total cost of moving 500 pounds of Amer- 
ican wheat from the fields to Liverpool at 
from 42 to 47 shillings. This branch of the 
cost of competition is of course applicable to 
the present condition of affairs. To this the 
Commissioners add for the future: (1) An 
increased compensation to the farmer for his 
present excessive labor; (2) the cost of re- 
newing the perishable farm inery used 
in America; (3) the exha of the soil 
and the cost of annual manuring. 

The Commissioners wind up their report 
with the following soothing comfort to the 
land owners and tillers in the old country:

American. 


In spite of all this special pleading to show 
the tenant-farmers of the United Kingdom 
how grateful they ought to be that they are 
notin America, and how much better they 
are off paying their present high rents in En- 
gland than the poor Yankees who cannot or 
at least will not be able to raise wheat or 
cattle in competition with their British 
brethren, the latter will probably discover 
that the Yankees will continue te compete. 

In the cost given in this report by the Com- 
missioners of landing American wheat at 
Liverpool more than one-half is put down 
for transportation. The supposition on which 
this cost rests is that the figures given are to 
remain permanent, if not to be increased. In 
answer to this suggestion, it is sufficient to 
say that the transportation of grain by 
all rail from Chicago to the Atlantic is one 
of comparatively recent establishment. Fif- 
teen years, or perhaps less, have witnessed 
the establishment of that branch of railroad 
traffic. Ten years ago, before the introduction 
of steel rails, the actual cost of transporting 
grain by rail from Chicago to New York was 
0 cents per 100 pounds. That was the ex- 
penditure made by the railroad company for 
that service on roads laid with the short-lived 
iron rails. Then the cars could not be loaded 
in excess of ten tons of grain per car. In 
the meantime the steel rails have taken 
the place of the iron rails, and time has 
not yet demonstrated what is the actual 
average life of the steel rail. Moreover, the 
cost of the steel rai] at this time is no greater 
than was the cost of the iron rail ten years 
ago. Thus provided, the railroad company 
can how move on steel rails cars containing a 
greatly increased weight of grain 1,000 miles 
at an actual cost of from 10 to 15 cents per 
100 pounds. The railroad company, there- 
fore, can now carry 100 pounds of grain from 
Chicago to New York at a profit of 50 per 
cent, and charge no more per 100 pounds 
than it cost the company to perform the same 
service ten years ago,

It has been frequently propesed since the 
opening of the present campaign that repre- 
sentative Republican speakers from the 
North should be sent into the Southern 
States, and that exponents of Southern opin- 
ion like Hampton, Butler, and Lamar should 
make speeches in the Northern States. 
The New York Herald renews the sug- 
gestion in the hope that such an exchange of 
men and opinions might, if tried, modify the 
sectional feeling. Such a notion was encour- 
aged by manf Republican journals a few 
months ago, but the progress of the cam- 
paign has demonstrated that the experiment 
would not be productive of any good results. 
To begin with, there is no sectionalism in the 
North as that term applies to the South. If 
the North is solidly Republican it is so part- 
ly because the people of the North are satis- 
fied with the administration of the Govern- 
ment and the prosperous condition of things 
which has resulted, and partly because the 
sectionalism of the. South is a menace to the 
whole country. There is no spirit of sec- 
tionalism in the North that manifests 
itself in intolerance and ostracism, or 
needs to be sustained by fraud and violence. 
If the people of the South are really pos- 
sessed of any other notion of Northern sec- 
tionalism,—if they actually believe that the 
prevailing sentiment of the North is as in- 
tolerant and bitter against the people of the 
South as that of the South against the people 
of the North,—then the intelligent men liv- 
ing in Southern States have deliberately 
closed their eyes to the manifold evidences 
to the contrary, and the assurances of lead- 
ing Republicans would not make much im- 
pression upon them. Northern speakers, on 
the eve of a Presidential election which the 
Southern leaders hope to carry by deception, 
might not be mobbed (though there is no 
guarantee of this), but their speeches would 
not be reported by the press fairly and 
fully, and they would be charged with 
insincerity. Even if it be admitted that they 


would be treated courteously, that their ut- 


terances would be fairly chronicled, and that 
they would succeed in effecting some change 
in public sentiment, all this would be of no 
avail, The Democratic official cliques would 
still count in preposterous Democratic ma- 
jorities. The Greenback leaders entered the 
field with good hopes, and fcund spiendid 
assurances of popular sympathy, but when 
the vote of Alabama was “counted,” all the 
hopes and assurances were dissipated. No 
good will come of Northern missionary work 
in the South until every man there shall 
have the same unrestrained right to vote as 
he likes that every Northern voter exercises, 
and every vote shall be honestly counted 
as it was cast. Northern speakers cannot 
reach the class who do the bulldozing and 
the ballot-box stuffing in the South. Nor 
would any good come of oratorical visita- 
tions upon the North of Southern Demo- 
cratic leaders. There has been ample proof 
that these gentlemen talk one way at the 
South and another way at the North. Their 
honeyed phrases, prepared for the special 
delectation of Northern pearers, would be 
meaningless at this time, for they would not 
correspond to the spirit of the campaign 
made at the Seuth. The South as a section 
must accept the doctrine of Nationalism 
before an interchange of speakers and 
political courtesies can be of any avail to 
either section. If Southern sectionalism 
shall prevail in this election, the promise of 
Nationalism will probably never be realized; 
if not, then it is possible that the leading 
minds of the South may abandon and shat- 
ter sectionalism as discordant with progress 
and impotent for politica! success. 


THE ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 

A lady in Massachusetts—Mrs. Richards— 
has been devoting herself to an investigation 
of the adulteration of food, and the results 
are contained in the latest volume of the 
Health Reports of that State, which are noted 
far and wide for the thoroughness with which 
they deal with their subject. The engage- 
ment of a woman in a duty of this kind is 
somewhat novel, but the publication of her 
experiments and the results ot her inquiries 
in a volume of this importance show that 
they are considered to be of great value. 

Mrs. Richards’ investigation was limited to 
flour, sugar, bread soda, cream of tartar, and 
baking-powders. She obtained her samples 


from a large number of dealers who were 


not aware of her purpose, and made her im 
vestigations in a most thorough manner, and 
with a result which is quite reassuring as 
compared with the results which have 
been obtained by others experimenting in 
the same direction. Twenty-five samples 
of flour did not show mineral adulterations 
in a single case, and so far as cream of tartar 
and soda are concerned she made the curious 
discovery that tre smaller groceries keep 
very little of it for sale, because the poorer 
classes almost exclusively use the baker’s 
bread. Of sugarshe obtained seventy-five 
samples. There was no trace of tin in any 
ofthem. In the white sugars, none of them 
showed traces of chloride or calcium, and 
only one of them indicated the presence of 
glucose. In the brown sugars, of which she 
had thirteen samples, there was a little chlo- 
ride of lime in seven, but not enough to do 
any harm. Six of them had glucose, which 
was owing to the presence of molasses. Of 
ninety-three samples of soda, nineteen were 
absolutely pure and forty-three were pro- 
nounced to be good. Of the remaining 
sampies twenty-five had from 8 to 16 per cent 
of chloride and sulphate of sodium, but only 
three samples were pronounced to be very 
bad. Cream of tartar made the poorest 
showing in the analyses. 4 sum- 
mary of her analyses says: As the best is 
liable to contain a little tartrate vf lime, 
found in the imported argols, she classed as 


perfectly good all samples that contained less 


than 3 per cent of it. All the packages 
marked with the makers’ name and war- 
ranted ‘strictly pure“ were good. Seven 
without the name of the manufacturer, only 
the name of the mills “being given, were 
adulterated. One was largely flour, the oth- 
ers contained over 50 per cent of terra alba. 
It was ascertained that the price does not a, 
ways indicate the quality, some bought at 10 
cents a quarter of a pound being as good as 
others at 15 cents.” Of baking-powders, Mrs.

some fraud in the goods or that they are of 


poorer quality. A first-elass store must main- 
tain its reputation, and there is no way in 
which it can be done except by keeping ‘first- 
class goods, and if first-class goods will last 
longer than second-class goods there is no 
economy in buying the latter merely because 
they are cheap. 
A TERRIBLE ENGINE OF DESTRUCTION. 
The experiments of scientifie inventors in 


the improvement and strengthening of pro- 
jectiles are rapidly tending to reduce the 


possibilities of naval warfare, if not to actu- 


ally do away with it altogether. The con- 
struction and success of the monitor during 
our War ot the Rebellion forever ended 
wooden vessels as agents of war. From this 
point improvements in armor and ordnance 
have been so rapid that coast defenses have 
become of little value against vessels whose 
ironclad armor cannot be pierced even by 
the heaviest Armstrong guns, and which 
cannot be sunk even by the heaviest blows 
of the most powerful rams, owing to their 
water-tight compartments. Against such 
vessels as have lately been constructed for 
the English and Italian Governments no 
coast defense could maintain Itself. 
To offset this the torpedo system has 
been improved upon and its effective- 
ness greatly increased, but it still fell 
short of being made practicable against 
these powerful vessels, owing to the com- 
paratively short range of the torpedoes, the 
great resistance of the water through which 
they were propelled, and the necessity of 


using very expensive and eumbersome en- 


gines for their propulsion, which had to be 
effected by compressed air. 

The torpedo: problem now, however, ap- 
pears to have been satisfactorily solved by 
Capt. Ericsson in his initial experiments, 
and if the final experiments, soon to be made. 
prove successful, it would almost seem to do 
away altogether with the present system of 
naval warfare, and render even the mon- 
strous floating batteries that have re- 
cently been constructed in Europe ut- 
terly valueless for any destructive pur- 
poses. The New York Times con- 
tains some details of Capt. Ericsson’s inven- 
ton that are of great interest in this connec- 
tion. The problem upon which he has been 
studying was to construct a torpedo explo- 
sive of such power that the shock of the con- 
cussion alone shall be sufficient to sink any 
vessel, no matter how ft is constructed. As 
the first step in his experiments, Capt. Erics- 
son conceived the idea of substituting gun- 
powder for compressed air as the propelling 
power of the torpedo through the water. 
His first experiments were made on the Hud- 
son River and in a somewhat crude manner, 
and, as the bottom of the river was very soft, 
his torpedoes, though nineteen feet in 
length, went so far out of sight im 
the mud that they could not de 
recovered. He then transferred his experi- 
ments to Sandy Hook, where the hard bottom 
helped to make therh a success. Subsequent- 
ly the Secretary of the Navy placed a fifteen- 
inch gun at his disposal, and with this he has 
continued his experiments until the results 


justify all his expectations. The torpedo 


itself is, ten feet in length, fifteen inches in 


diameter, and weighs 1,281 pounds. The ex- 
plosive which it carries at its head isa charge 
of dynamite weighing 250 pounds, and to the 
tail is attached a cast-iron armature, which 
offsets the weight at the head. The initial 
velocity with which the torpedo leaves the 
gun is at the rate of 160 miles per minute, 
and, notwithstanding the inclination of its 
axis as compared with the axis of the gun, 
the course of the torpedo through the water 
is so perfectly straight that it can be made to 
strike a target at long distances with the 
most perfect precision. As to the propulsion 
of the torpedo, the Times says:

The birth of a direct heir tothe 1 — 
unites the elder branch of the urbons 
the Austrian house of Hapsbure-Lorraine. The 
mother is the Archduchess Marie Ch: istina, born 
in 1868, the daughter of the Archduke Charies 
Ferdinand and the Archduchess Elizabeth, and 
the granddaughter of the ular Austrian Pal- 
atine Joseph. The father is Alfonso XII.. born 
November 28, 1857, the son of Queen Isabella 
and of her cousin, the Infante Fran and 
the grandson of King Ferdinand VII. Isabella 
was proclaimed Queen when she was only 3 
years old, and assumed the government when 
she was declared of age in but went into 
exile after the revolution of Sept. 3, 1868, 
and on June 2, 1870, renounced her 
claim to the throne in favor of her son, 
Alfonse, Prince of the Asturias. The re- 
gency of Serrano, the reign of Prinee A madeus 
of Savoy, and the establishment of the Republic 
were followed by the restoration of the Bour- 
bons. Alfonso XII. ascended the throne in 
January, 1875. His Urst wife was his cousin, the 
Princess Marie-de-las-Mercedes, the youngest 
daughter of the Duc de og wpe Queen 
Mercedes died on June 26, 1878, months after 
her marriage. The second marriage took place 
on Nov. , 1879. 

The birth of an heir places the succession to 
the ron ou a satisfactory basis, especially as 
the present occupant of the throne is in the 
bloom of youth,and may naturally expect to 
live many yas after his child shall have been 
deelared ef age. Before the birth of the heir, 
the succession, following the general law of 
primogeniture. would have fallen to the sisters 
of Alfonso, Isabel, Marie della Paz, and Ru- 
lalia, and su uently to his aunt, the 
daughter of Ferdinand VII., and to her children. 
This aunt, the Infanta Louise, married the Duc 
de Montpensier, sixth son of Louis Phill , and 
her eldest child is the wife of the Comte —— 
The next in line of succession to the throne 
after the present King’s sisters, and aunt, and 
niece, would have been his cousin, Don Carlos, 
the oldest male representative of the House of 
Bourbon. A Prince was, of course, hoped for, 
but the Princess will be the direet heir on the 
general principle of primogeniture.

AMERICAN AGRICULTURE, 


Wheat-Production in the United 
States. 


Report of the British Agricultural 
Commission. | 


Mark Lane Bapress (London), Aug 30. 

We give this week the most important por- 
tions of Messrs. Read and Pell’s report on 
American agriculture. Similarly the most 
important statements in relation to cattle- 
production will be given hereafter: 

THE REPORT. 

Though it may be generally said that if the 
cost of production exceeds the value of any 
article, the article will soon cease to be pro- 
duced, it must be remembered that America 
has a yearly increasing surplus of breadstuffs 
and meat, which she must sell at some price. 
In round numbers, it may be said that nearly 
three-quarters of that surplus in average 
years find its way to the United Kingdom. 
Except in seasons of general scarcity, the 
other countries of the world do not want, 
and certainly will not receive, this 
surplus except upon payment of heavy 
import duties. It may therefore follow 
that however low prices rule in England, 
the major part of the grain and meat export- 
ed from the United States will still find its 
way to these shores. And whenever there 
shall be an abundant harvest in the Old 
World and in the New, prices may be de- 
pressed to a considerably lower level than 
those quoted in this report. 

THE COST OF PRODUCING AN ACRE 

WHEAT, 

including rent and interest on capital, in En- 
gland is that which principally concerns the 
consumer. The distance intervening between 
him and the grower being inconsiderable, 
freight, insurances, and commission will not 
materially enhance the price, asin the case 
where the crop has to be transported over 
3,000 or 4,000 miles. 

The expenditure on the production of an 
acre of wheat in America can 4 be 
more accurately estimated than tor England. 
1 the grain forms only one in ro 
of Mterdependent crups. 

The prices paid for the acquisition or use 
of prairie lands can be given, the cultivation 
required and money emoloyed is also well 
ascertained: the agricultural operations, 
though the very reverse of barbarous, are 
simple in the extreme, and the cost of manual 
labor, horse, and steam power not difficult 
to determine. The whole may be set ata 
sum of $10, or two guineas, per acre. This 
will cover rates and cost of conve ing the 
crop six miles to the local 14 — epot, 
orelevator. But these factors do not deter- 
mine the cost of producing a bushel of wheat; 
that, it is obvious, is governed by yield, while 
that again is dependent on seasons. 

THE YIELD OF WHEAT IN THE UNITED 

STATES 

over a long series of years appears to have 
just exceeded twelve bushels per acre. For 
the year 1879 the yield is returned at 13.1 
bushels. With a yield of twelve bushels, the 
Western farmer could deliver from his 
wagon at the depot without loss at 3 shillings 
6 pence a bushel of sixty pounds, or 28 shil- 
lings a quarter of 480 pouuds, which is twenty 
pounds short of the glish weight of five 
centals. . 

The normal price of wheat in America on 
the east coast will range not with the cost of 
production on the farms immediately sur- 
rounding the greatcentres of population and 
industry, but with the value of land, labor, 
and money in the new land of the West, plus 
the varying cost of inland freight. As it is

to wheat crops arise from drought and high 
wind at seed-time; drought or sunstroke in 
July, when the berry should fill; and noxious 
insects. Yo cag though mischievous, do not 
appear to give the trouble they cause in En- 
gland, the climate being dryer and less favor- 
able to the growth of the root-creep 
grasses so dificult to destroy with us; sti 
the “ morning-glory,” or convolvulus major, 
the wild buckwheat, cockle and sunflower, 
or resin weed, impede and weaken the crop 
during its growth, while pigeon grass 
(Stetoria setosa) in many cases takes entire 
possession of the land after harvest, and in 
— ground before the crop is raised. 
ugh the American farmer pays little at- 
tention to the presence of this weed among 
the grain, it is highly detrimental to the 
owth of potatoes and reot crops, and most 

ifficult to subdue, ... . 

As to the growth of wheat in settled dis- 
tricts, though in many instances crop after 
crop has been taken for years without rest 
or restoration, the practice is admitted by 
the growers to be destructive to the land and 
impossible, except in the case of low, rich 
river bottoms, to be maintained with im- 
punity. The intermission of occasional 
crops of oats or of clover by way of change

sufficiently to improve the yield of wheat. 
If the land is cleaned and fairly cultivated 
between the rows of maize, wheat follows 
without plowing the land. 1 the 
Wheat is sown While the tall uncut maize is 
still standing, in which “case the sower is on 
horseback, the horse's ears covered 
with a cloth, and the seed wheat is distrib- 
uted over the tops of the standing corn. 
After the maize is cut, an iron railway rail 
twenty-eight feet long, with a small shoe“ 
at each end, is drawn by two horses across 
the rows to break down the stalks, which are 
afterwards collected and burnt. metimes,

In England rank vege- 
tation would spring up in these patches, due 
to the restoration to the soll of an unusual 
amount of fertiliz inorganic matter; but 
the prairie is so surcharged with ele- 
ments that the addition makes no perceptible 
difference in the crop whatever.

THE HESSIAN FLY 
(Cecydomia destructor) shortly after it comes 
above the ground, and several fields we saw 
seemed to be completely destroyed. This 
tiny fly appears late in August and deposits 
its eggs, rareny more than three, in the 
creases of the leaf: in from four to ten days 
the maggot is hatched out, and works down 
the leaf within its sheath to the base, at that 
time only just above the root. There for 
three or four weeks the insect. absorbs the 
ati of the plants, which grow feebler and 
eebler till they assume a yellow hue and die 
off, leavine too thin a stock to be worth sav- 
ing for harvest. A second brood are ready 
to deposit eggs in April and early in May, 
which they do as before on spring wheator bar- 
ley if sufficiently advanced, or on the winter 
above the first or second 2 The grub 
works down to the base of sheath as be- 
fore, and causes the stalk to fall by the weight 
of the head.

The Supreme Court of the State has refused a 
retiearing in the Gage case, and hence the judg- 
ment of $507,708 against Gage and his bondsmen 
heretofore affirmed by the Court must stand. 
Whether at this late day anything can be col- 
lected by the city is very doubtful. Some have 
died, Gage and others have gone through bank- 
ruptey. and it is alleged that others have put 
their property out of their hands to avoid re- 
sponsibility. The opinion is expressed that even 
a creditor's bill will fall to find any property. Of 
course the Law Department of the city will doubt- 
less do the best they can to collect the money. 

There is nothing specially new among the Chi- 
cago banks. Some of them report orders from 
country correspondents active and heavy; while 
with others the demand is light. Of course that 
is a common occurrence. The same banks may 
change places in their reports at the next re- 
port. City customers are increasing their offer- 
ings, allof which are readily taken at former 
figures—viz.: 6@8 per cent, with 7 as the ruling 


rate. Demand and short time paper is gradually 


losing favor as the fall business becomes more 
active. Loans can, however, still de made of 
the larger deposit banks at 4@5. 

Mou y continues to be reported as very 
abundaut, with the opportunities for invest- 
ment in legitimate business transactions still 
too few and in magnitude not sufficiently large 
to meet the wishes of investors. 

Exchange for Monday was reported dull, and 
the few sales reported as made at $1.00 per $1,000 
discount between banks. We heard that a 
sale was made later at Oe. The market 
should therefore have been quoted at 60ce@31.00 
per. $1,000 discount between banks. 

On Tuesday sales—one of $150,000— were made 
at 8c discount, and some at 730. The range, 
therefore, was 75% 00 for actual sales, and buy- 
ers offered to take large iots at $1.00, but we 
heard of no sales. The fact is, buyers and 
sellers do not regard the market as very well 
settled, and hence transactions are limited to 
the actual wants of particular banks. 

The fact is, currency is becoming scarce, and 
if the pressure should increase the question as 
to where a supply can be obtained cannot be 
readily answered. The New York banks cannot 
be-relied on, and gold and silver may at length 
be the only resource left. We saw one bank re- 
fuse bills on an outside draft, and the holder re- 
luctantiy took the goid. Currency, said the 
cashier, is for our counter customers who de- 
posit it. Well, to take gold on large checks may 
sometimes be regarded as an inconvenience, but 
it should never-be considered a hardship. The 
bank clearings were $5,200,000. 

Mr. John Thompson, the well-known New 
York banker, in a letter to a Missouri banker, 
thus expresses himself in regard to silver 


money: 
CAS NATIONAL Bank, New York, Sept. 6, 
1880.—Sik: In your article to the St. Louis Re- 
publican (Aug. 27) you evidently class me with 
the silver demonetizers. Thisis very far from 
the facts in the case. I. like Thurlow Weed and 
J. B. Colgate, have stood by and behind the 
white metal through good and evil report. Ail 
nlong I have labored to have the standard dollar 
contain more silver, so that it would stand a 
fair chance to be the premium dollar when bull- 
ion will be wanted for export. Lam happy te— 
inform you that President Coe is a mild convert 
to the silver craze’; at least, since the fates 
have drafted him., be gives notice that he will 
volunteer: so he and I are drawing together for 
free coinage, Treasury storage, and certificate 
currency, conditioned that the dollar be made 10 
per cent heavier, and that the Government 
restore the shave that bas already been 
made on the coined dollars. Your idea that 
this storage and certificate arrangement 
is unconstitutional seems to me to fall 
to the ground, since there is now a law which 
says the Secretary may give certificates for gold 
deposits, and another luw which says he shall 
give certificates for silver deposits; and again, 1 
see no difference between the Treasury taking 
the storage of bonds as security for National 
bank currency, and storing our gold and silver 
as security for ‘certificate currency. Our Clear- 
ing- House will in due time abandon its practice 
of nullifying the silver money in the settiement 
of balances; but solong as the Treasury remains 
apart. and parcel of the Ciearing-House; the 
Secretary should be held accountable for that 
iniquity. It was a part of a bargain between the 
Treasury and the banks that silver should be 
demonetized at the Clearing- House. Please bear 
in mind that my scheme involves neither ex- 
ansion nor contraction. To prove to you that I 
ave never belonged to the demonctizing party, 
I ask you to read the inclosed papers, and if you 
think I ought to be set on my own pins in the St. 
Louis Republican, please doit as your best tact 
and judgment may suggest.

Corn 
weakened insympathy, several messages 
from the interior stated “wertous damage 
had been done by frost, and oats went down 
under larger offerings, from parties who had 
been on the long side in bopes of profit on a 
corner. Rye and barley were stronger. Pork 
was quite slow, and the October deal dragged 
and was quoted easier, though new pork was 
firmer. There is some reason fo think that 
more than one party is seriously think- 
ing of letting his September contracts 
go by default, on the ground that the market is 
unmistakably cornered. Lard sold up a little 
but fell back. Meats were unusually dull. In- 
deed the whole trading in previsions seemed to 
be mostly of the scalping order, the reported 
advance in hogs failing to waken up a demand 
for the product.

Millinery, clothing, hats 
and caps, and cognate lines are fairly active at 
sustained prices. In the grocery market no 
noteworthy change was apparent. A satisfac- 
torily active business is progressing and the tone 
of the market remains unqualifigdly frm. 
Sugars and coffees are the strongest articles in 
the list. There was a quiet market for dried 
fruits and an easy one for domestic 
varieties, apples and peaches being spe- 
cially weak. Fish remained steady. The 
butter and cheese markets had no marked new 
features. Both of those staples were firmly 
held, owing to light supplies. Oils continue 
active and firm.
